Retirement 
means less 
missed sleep 
for Smith

For the first time in 
nearly 40 years after 
July 31, William Smith’s 
phone won’t ring at 2 
a.m. with reports of water 
line breaks. 

While grateful for hav¬ 
ing a job with the City 
of Eminence since June 
1976, Smith feels glad he 
won’t have to leave his 
family during nights and 
holiday dinners to restore 
water service. 

Back in the 1970s, the 
city council wanted to 
hire someone who would 
hold onto the job of 
assisting Frank Kelley, the 
wastewater superintendent 
who took over the duties 
of Luthor Soards when he 
retired. Council member 
Wayne Gunnell proposed 
hiring Smith one night at 
a city meeting, and called 
and offered him the job 
during a break. 

“I think they were 
just looking for a young 
person to train, that had 
roots in the area and 
would stay here,” Smith 
said. “I had no experience 
whatsoever in that field. I 
didn’t even know what I 
was getting into — such 
a wide variety of jobs I 
just had to learn over the 
years.” 

The job offer allowed 
Smith to remain close 
to where he grew up on 
Eminence Terrace with 
his five sisters. He’d 
worked at Brunswick 
making golf bags until it 
closed and then moved 
on to the Sunoco station 
until taking the city’s job 
offer. 

Right as he was learn¬ 
ing his new duties, 
Eminence continued with 
a water system expansion 
that added lines and the 
water tower that stands 
at Coach D Park. Then, 
Smith was a bystander at 
the scene of a horrible 
accident. 

“I was kind of over¬ 
whelmed for one thing 
right after I started they 
were in the process of 
expanding the water sys¬ 
tem and building the new 
water tower where Coach 
D Park is and while it 
was under construction a 
gentleman got killed up 
there on the site,” Smith 
recalled. 

Both Smith and Kelley 
happened to be standing 
at the bottom of the tank 
when a painter out of 
Georgia got overwhelmed 
by fumes or had a heart 
attack, lost consciousness 
and fell inside the tank. 

“Right then, I won¬ 
dered what I was get-

All Aboard! 

Station is officially on track for more activities

C ampbellsburg Station should see more 
traffic now that city leaders officially 
welcomed all aboard to the new com¬ 
munity facilities and activities at a ribbon cut¬ 
ting July 11. 

While the community center has been in use 
for several months, council members put off the 
celebration until after all work was completed 
on the picnic pavilion and other related compo¬ 
nents. Then the rain delayed both the commu¬ 
nity center opening and Campbellsburg Day on 
June 20. Campbellsburg Day is now scheduled 
for August 22. 

Unlike June 20 when storms battered 
Campbellsburg, sun and smiles beamed on the 
community center with its meeting/activity 
room, lounge, concession area and restrooms, 
the playground that resembles a locomotive and 


pavilion for the ribbon cutting. Paul Cole, the 
new director for the Henry County Chamber 
of Commerce, joined city officials and supplied 
the ribbon. 

A real train ground to a stop on the tracks 
right behind the community center just before 
Mayor Rex Morgan made his brief remarks at 
the ribbon cutting. 

“This is a great day for the City of 
Campbellsburg,” he said. 

City officials came up with the idea for 
Campbellsburg Station about four years ago 
and approached the owner about it. Shortly 
thereafter, Campbellsburg officials decided to 
buy the property and pursue the project. 

“I’m happy to say that probably from its first 
visualization to now, the project turned out to 
be about 90 percent what it was envisioned to

Riggs tries 
to suppress 
'confession' 
to troopers

True to his word, attorney Nathan 
Riggs appeared in Henry County 
Circuit Court Thursday with a 
motion to suppress evidence against 
his client William Fitzgerald. 

Fitzgerald faces one charge of sexu¬ 
al abuse, first degree, victim under 12 
years of age stemming from an allega¬ 
tion of inappropriate sexual contact 
with a 4-year-old. 

At his preliminary hearing in June, 
Riggs argued that his client’s arrest 
was problematic and created grounds 
to suppress some of the evidence gen¬ 
erated by it. 

He claimed the allegation of sex¬ 
ual abuse was made months before

State police 
investigators 
are on a roll 
in CSI truck

A new aid for Kentucky State 
Police Post 5 troopers to process 
complicated crime scenes is gassed up 
and ready to go when needed. 

Parked at the post in 
Campbellsburg, the Ford F-250 is 
a no-frills vehicle that should carry 
most everything for detectives and 
other troopers to conduct large-scale 
investigations. 

Post 5 Capt. Fred Williams picked 
up the truck in June from KSP 
Commissioner Rodney Brewer and 
Lt. Col. Jack Miniard in Frankfort for 
use in the region. 

Equipped with a utility bed, state 
police leaders expect the truck will 
allow troopers to process crime scenes 
more quicldy, according to a social 
media post. The supplies will include 
trace evidence analysis and a latent 
fingerprint machine. 

The super duty truck has one job 
when it comes to responding to a 
crime scene — haul everything that 
could be needed so authorities can 
concentrate on their work and not 
have to double back for more sup¬ 
plies, explained Trooper Josh Lawson, 
the Post 5 spokesman. It will haul the 
same tools as cruisers carry around in 
their trunks, but more of them. 

“It would be used on major crime 
scenes, large wrecks that result in a

criminal investigation, 
up to arson and murder 
cases, possibly,” Lawson 
said. “It’s just everything 
from things to recover 
arson evidence, to finger¬ 
prints, to lights in order 
to help facilitate the 
recovery of evidence for 
longer periods of time.” 

The truck has space 
enough that investigators 
can load it up with sets 
of tools and traffic cones, 
just in case. Lawson said 
officers are still stock¬ 
ing the truck with useful 
items for the detectives 
and accident reconstruc¬ 
tionists. Lawson said that 
means fewer manhours 
will be wasted by driving 
back and forth between 
incident scenes and the 
post to pick up necessary 
equipment. 

“We can have our own 
materials on scene as 
quick as we can have a 
trooper there,” he said. 

As of late June, the 
truck’s ability to provide 
support for investigators 
has not been tested. It 
had not yet responded 
to a crime scene and 


remained at the post. 

The truck is built for 
transport, not comfort, 
Lawson added. Fairly rare 
among vehicles today, 
the F-250 doesn’t have 
power windows or door 
locks. 

Lawson did not have 
access to cost estimates, 
but noted the truck is 
a stripped down work 


vehicle. 

Ht’s not plush,” he 
said. Ht’s a bone stock 
F250 gas engine. No 
other bells and whistles 
or anything like that. 

No CD player, no mp3. 
There’s nothing. There’s 
an AM/FM radio, but 
that’s about it. It’s not 
made to hang out in.”

Storms bring torrential rain and inundate Sulphur

“I think my dresses 
will be okay because 
they were hanging up,” 
said 6-year-old Nicole 
McLennan, whose 
Sulphur home was flood¬ 
ed Monday night. “But 
my toys are gonna be 
soaked.” 

Her father, Chris 
McLennan, lived in 
Sulphur when it flooded 
in 2004 following a tor¬ 
nado that ripped through 
Eminence and dropped 
several inches of rain in 
other parts of the county. 
He decided to leave his 
home on Fallen Timber 
Road Monday night, 
knowing what might 
happen. Others chose 
not to move to higher 
ground and found them¬ 
selves trapped by rising 
floodwaters. 

Repeated storms 
pouring torrential rain, 
anywhere from five to 


six inches in a matter of 
hours, created several 
problems throughout 
Henry County Tuesday 
morning, and emergency 
personnel responded to 
Sulphur for a water res¬ 
cue. 

Called out at 2:18 a.m. 
Tuesday, Campbellsburg 
Fire Department sought 
mutual aid from other 
agencies with water¬ 
craft, according to Mike 
Hilliard, who is a dep¬ 
uty director for Henry 
County Emergency 
Management and a 
Campbellsburg fire¬ 
fighter. 

“I think it came in as a 
person who was trapped 
in a house,” he said. 
“Basically, surrounded by 
water that was still rising. 
One house made the call 
and said they wanted to 
get out.” 

Kentucky River 
Fire Department pro¬ 
vided assistance at a 
mobile home on Fallen 
Timber Road, with a 
boat obtained from La 


Grange. Hilliard said the 
homes affected by the 
high water were located 
on the south side of the 
railroad tracks in Sulphur. 

The firefighters assisted 
the family escape the ris¬ 
ing waters and canvassed 
the area, both around the 
five or six homes on the 
south side of the tracks, 
as well as those on the 
north side, Hilliard said. 

He described going 
house to house on the 
north side of the tracks 
as proactive, because 
while the homes there 


weren’t as affected, 
emergency officials knew 
that another storm was 
on the way. Emergency 
officials also used the 
Code Red program to 
contact people in the 
affected area. 

They recommended 
then that people evacuate 
their homes in case the 
water rose further, so the 
need for more emergency 
rescues could be avoided, 
Hilliard said. 

Emergency workers 
themselves felt wary of 


the fast moving water 
between them and 
Walker Road and Cable 
Lane, Hilliard said. 

Fallen Timber remained 
barricaded as of 9 a.m. 
Tuesday. 

He knows water also 
topped places on high¬ 
ways 146, 55 and 202. 

His local emergency 
management counter¬ 
part, Denny Washburn, 
along with road crews, 
watched the situation on 
the east end of the coun¬ 
ty and cleared debris out 
of the roads that could 
have blocked emergency 
vehicles, Hilliard said. 
Washburn also checked 
various places for people 
trapped by high water. 

When he responded, 
Hilliard saw examples of 
public and private prop¬ 
erty damage — a fence 
down, a driveway washed 
out and a section of 
pavement moved eight or 
so feet. It will take time 
and the water receding 
to properly assess the 


damage. 

For flooding, the old 
phrase is “turn around, 
don’t drown,” Hilliard 
noted. He followed that 
advice himself when he 
came across two flooded 
spots in the road. 

“Moving water... 
respect it, stay away 
when possible,” he said. 
“Certainly don’t drive 
through it, or walk 
through it... or it will 
sweep you away.” 

Respect for floodwa¬ 
ters this time around 
spared the McLennan’s 
the need for a rescue, 
but Chris was anxiously 
waiting Tuesday morn¬ 
ing to get into his home 
to assess the damage left 
behind. 

“It’s not the end of 
the world; nobody died 
and material stuff can be 
replaced,” McLennan 
said. “But this is the sec¬ 
ond time around for me. 
There won’t be a third. 
I’m out of here.”

Part of my job involves 
the unenviable task of 
going to and report¬ 
ing on tragic events like 
fires and car accidents, 
some of which involve 
loss of life. There are 
only a handful of people 
- police officers and 
emergency responders, 
mainly - that would ever 
see what takes place at 
the scene. 

For the years that I 
have been reporting for 
the Local, Jimmy Pollard 
has been the county 
coroner. It is his job to 
arrive on the scene of 
these tragedies to remove 
deceased persons, deter¬ 
mine cause of death and 
transport the deceased to 
the medical examiner’s 
office or a funeral home, 
if there is no need for an 
autopsy. 

Pollard responds to 
fires, car accidents, farm 
accidents, suicides, mur¬ 
ders and even natural 
deaths. He is on call 
24 hours a day, 7 days

a week. He deals only 
with misfortune and sad 
events. 

I honestly don’t know 
how he does it, but I 
know that he does an 
excellent job of it. 

Early in my tenure as 
a reporter, Pollard asked 
me to refrain from taking 
any photos on the scene 
of a death prior to the 
victim being removed. I 
actually have the right to 
take photos at any point, 
especially from a vantage 
point of public property. 
But out of respect for the 


deceased, I have abso¬ 
lutely no issue with wait¬ 
ing for Pollard to do his 
job before I do mine. It 
would be utterly distaste¬ 
ful to do otherwise. 

But Pollard also takes 
additional measures on 
the scene to protect 
and respect the victim. 
Whenever possible, 
he will recruit assis¬ 
tance from emergency 
responders on the scene 
to hold up sheets or 
tarps to block the view 
of bystanders while he 
examines or moves the 
body. 

On the scene of the 
latest fatal car accident, 
Pollard called in a second 
tow truck that could lift 
the vehicle up onto the 
bank of the creek instead 
of dragging the vehicle 
out of the creek so that 
the body of the deceased 
inside would not be dis¬ 
turbed. It took additional 
time and resources, and 
it was absolutely the 
right thing to do. 


Pollard also asked the 
fire department and EMS 
squad to move their 
vehicles into positions 
that would block the 
view of the vehicles that 
had been stopped on the 
highway near the acci¬ 
dent during the investi¬ 
gation. 

Sadly, I have been to 
accidents where people 
will go to extreme mea¬ 
sures to try to get a look 
at everything that’s going 
on, including the treat¬ 
ment of patients injured 
and victims killed. An 
accident on 1-71 several 
years ago left the body of 
a truck driver exposed on 
the roadway. It was right 
at the overpass on Hwy. 
146 in Pendleton, and I 
had parked there to get 
an overlooking view of 
the scale of the accident, 
which was extensive. 

Pollard, who was 
working the scene down 
below, saw me and 
motioned for me to wait 
to take any pictures. I 


gave him the thumbs-up 
to let him know I would 
comply, then I backed 
away from the scene 
while he worked. 

Out of the corner of 
my eye, I caught sight 
of a pickup truck driving 
through a field to my 
left. The truck was driven 
by a woman and had sev¬ 
eral children in the back 
of the truck. She drove 
the truck as close to the 
interstate as possible, 
then parked and watched 
the proceedings, includ¬ 
ing the removal of the 
deceased. 

I have no idea what 
that woman was think¬ 
ing - for herself and 
for those children. 
Personally, I move away 
from the accident when 
Pollard is moving vic¬ 
tims. I don’t want to see 
it then, and I don’t want 
to see it later when I 
close my eyes. 

It is almost impos¬ 
sible not to look at an 
accident when I pass it 


on the road; that’s just 
human nature I think. 
But to actively seek out 
the opportunity to watch 
the happenings of an 
accident, including see¬ 
ing hurt or dead people 
is a level of voyeurism I 
don’t understand. 

I completely respect 
the work that Pollard 
and his Deputy Coroner 
Mike Paris do and the 
manner in which they do 
it. I hope and pray that 
I will never experience a 
tragedy in my immedi¬ 
ate circle of family and 
friends that will require 
the services of the Henry 
County Coroner. 

However, if I ever do, 

I am confident that the 
situation will be handled 
with the utmost defer¬ 
ence and care. 

The county can be 
thankful it has some¬ 
one in this position that 
upholds such high stan¬ 
dards of respect for our 
lost loved ones.

Radio station memories 

I found your article on WSTL very 
interesting and thought you might want 
another part of the history of the station 
when it was brought back to life in 1966 
by Woody and Helen. 

They were two dedicated people who 
loved broadcasting especially, to the local 
fans in their community of Eminence. I 
miss both of them dearly. Woody gave 
me my first break into the business. I am 
forever grateful to both of them. 

I was in my early twenties when I 
arrived at the station for an interview 
with Woody and Phil Downs. It was in 
January, and there had been a light snow 
that had covered the area. Woody hired 
me after the interview as one of the dee- 
jays to bring WSTL back on the air after 
a three-year hiatus. My air-name was 
Chuck Edwards. I had the afternoon 
shift playing MOR at 1pm and at 3pm 
I would play the latest rock tunes on 
request for the local teens. Later on dur¬ 
ing the summer months, Woody hired a 
young student out of high school, Jim 
Powell to finish out the broadcasting 
day. 

Before I left the station, Woody want¬ 
ed me to build a musical library for the 
station in St. Matthews. I selected many, 
many albums for him to build his musi¬ 
cal library. I believe the program director 
was a gentleman named Jon Alexander 
of WSTM FM, St. Matthews. 

We were a daytimer, (dawn to dusk) 
so my hours varied when dusk arrived. 
Summer’s were a bit longer for the sta¬ 
tion to broadcast. 

The staff was Phil Downs, Wayne 
Lemon, James “Peapicker” Petty; he ran 
Quality Furniture Store in Eminence 
and had a one-hour stint from 12noon 
til 1pm. Phil Downs was the salesman 
for the station. 

In the spring of 1967, I left the sta¬ 
tion and was hired as a staff announcer 
for WXVW 1450 Radio, Jeffersonville, 
Ind. Later, I became their program 
director and music director and was a 
news reporter for their mobile news 
unit covering Floyd and Clark coun¬ 
ties in Ind. and Jefferson County in 
Ky. In 1970,1 was employed with 
WKPC-TV and the Jefferson County 
Board of Education in the Public Affairs 
Department and later with Instructional 
Televison programming where I ended 
my 40-year broadcasting career. 

Before leaving WSTL, I married Kay 
Prewitt of New Castle. Her father was 
William G. Prewitt, Sr. and he owned 
and operated Prewitt Funeral Home in 
New Castle. His grandson, Guy Prewitt 
operates the funeral home today. Kay 
and I, will be celebrating our 48th wed¬ 
ding anniversary this August. 

I hope this adds another facet to 


WSTL’s story. It was a wonderful time 
in my life and I have recollected those 
moments many a time!

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Training funds available for high paying jobs 


Two million dollars in 
training scholarships will 
help unemployed and 
underemployed residents 
in the KentuckianaWorks’ 
seven-county region, 
including Henry County, 
gain education and skills 
that will prepare them 
for high-demand, higher- 
wages occupations, 

Mayor Greg Fischer 
announced Monday. 

The federal Workforce 
Innovation and 
Opportunity Act of 2014 
(WIOA) funds, released 
by the KentuckianaWorks 
Board, is earmarked for 
new training and support 
activities. 

To qualify for the 
training scholarships, 
residents need to go to a 
Kentucky Career Center 
office in Jefferson, Bullitt 
or Shelby counties. 

The training schol¬ 


arships provide up to 
$4,000 a year for educa¬ 
tion/training tuition and 
$600 a year for support¬ 
ive costs like uniforms, 
tools, books, etc. 

The eligible recipients 
can get the scholarships 
for up to two years. 

cc The first thing new 
companies looking to 
locate in Louisville ask 
about is the workforce,” 
Fischer said. “They want 
to know if we have the 
workers who will help 
their companies be suc¬ 
cessful. These federal 
training dollars will help 
people get the train¬ 
ing they need to qualify 
for the high-demand, 
higher-paying jobs - like 
electricians, plumbers, 
financial analysts, regis¬ 
tered nurses, computer 
programmers and tractor- 
trailer truck drivers - that 


are available right now in 
Louisville.” 

“This important 
federal investment will 
bolster one of the very 
best assets our city has to 
offer — our strong and 
dedicated workforce,” 
said Congressman John 
Yarmuth.

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be from the beginning,” 
Morgan said. “I’m very 
happy with that.” 

While there have 
already been several func¬ 
tions at Campbellsburg 
Station, Morgan said 
the city will soon begin 
opening a couple week¬ 
day nights for teen nights 
and start having nights 
for families with young 
children to play games, 
eat popcorn and watch 
movies. 

“We’re also partnering 
with a lot of organization 
to have public events, 
like the library, some of 
the churches and other 
groups,” he added.

Resident Kathy 
Heitzman became a 
regular visitor when sev¬ 
eral children in her family 
asked to use the play¬ 
ground. 

Before the ribbon cut¬ 
ting, children climbed on 
the train, and after, they 
came inside for cook¬ 
ies and lemonade and 
to receive train whistles 
as a part of the celebra¬ 
tion, but also to play 
ping pong and to use 
the hoops game set up 
in the activities area, she 
pointed out. 

This makes the com¬ 
munity center a perfect 
place to go, rain or shine, 
Heitzman said. 


“Walking distance 
makes a big difference,” 
she said. “Right here 
in town, we think it’s a 
really safe place for the 
kids to play. These kids 
are down here probably 
three, four times a week 
and on Wednesdays to go 
to the library programs 
here. That’s about a daily 
question — ‘Can we go 
to the train park?’ I think 
it’s good for the commu¬ 
nity. Everybody can get 
together and the children 
can play. I think it’s a 
great idea.” 

Morgan closed his 
remarks with the hope 
that Campbellsburg 
Station will serve the 
community for genera¬ 
tions to come. 

“Hopefully, this facil¬ 
ity will continue to serve 
you, your children and 
your grandchildren in the 
future,” he said. 
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Fitzgerald’s arrest, 
months during which 
his client spent the holi¬ 
days with several people, 
including the victim.

The Commonwealth 
requests that the motion 
be denied.” 


After gaining addition¬ 
al information and taking 
the matter into consid¬ 
eration, Conrad declined 
to lower Fitzgerald’s 
bond. 

In court Thursday 
Riggs asked for another 
accommodation to the 
bond in order to get his 
client released from cus¬ 
tody. 

Riggs asked if Conrad 
would consider a prop¬ 
erty bond of $20,000 
for his client instead of 
a full cash bond, but 
with a catch. At issue 
is a conflict between 
the Property Valuation 
Administrator’s estimated 
value of the property and 
its appraised value. 

Fitzgerald’s attorney 


said that the appraised 
value of the property in 
Henry County is higher 
than the PVA value and 
asked if Conrad would 
consider the appraised 
value over the PVA value. 

Conrad and the 
Commonwealth agreed 
to the stipulation, but 
only if the appraisal were 
conducted by a licensed, 
certified appraiser. 

Only if all documen¬ 
tation is provided and 
the property meets the 
requirements of the bond 
will Conrad consider the 
modification. 

In response to Riggs’ 
motion to suppress, 
Conrad set a suppression 
hearing to consider the 
matter for Aug. 4 at 2:30 


p.m. in La Grange. In 
question is Fitzgerald’s 
interrogation and confes¬ 
sion. The videotape of 
Fitzgerald’s interrogation 
is about four hours long, 
Riggs said. 

Judge Karen Conrad 
instructed the attorney 
that if he wanted her to 
view it in its entirety, he 
would need to leave it 
as an exhibit prior to the 
hearing.

They 
took turns riding along 
to tell the operator where 
to avoid hydrants and 
manhole covers. 

The temperature plum¬ 
meted to 20 degrees 
below zero before the 
wind chill. “That was 
the first time I ever saw 
running water freeze. I 
had a garden hose trying 
to get people water and 
it would just stop, just 
freeze right there at the 
end of the spigot.” 

While he took no plea-

sure in having to push 
snow in the middle of 
the night, the time when 
Smith took his then 
8-year-old son in the 
snowplow made a fond 
memory. 

“About 2 o’clock in 
the morning, we got 
hung up in a snow drift 
and we spent about two 
hours there,” Smith 
recalled. “He helped me 
dig the truck out and get 
back on the road — I 
figured it was about time 
for him to go home.” 

Later, Smith’s son 
provided another winter 
memory when he drove 
a Blazer to the top of a 
snow pile near the school 
but got stuck and had to 
call dad to be pulled off 
with a chain. 

Tornado season also 
brought frustrations, 
especially the one that 
struck the very day the 


city’s current garage was 
completed for the first 
time. Smith could barely 
get into the city from all 
the debris in the streets 
to pick up heavy equip¬ 
ment to make paths for 
emergency response. 

Seeing blue tin strewn 
along the way, Smith 
realized the tornado had 
torn the roof off the 
brand new building and 
made the city equipment 
unaccessible, too. 

Eminence didn’t even 
have a public service 
director position when 
Smith was hired, he 
remembered. City offi¬ 
cials created that position 
when required to devel¬ 
op personnel policies in 
the 1980s and gave it to 
Smith. 

It took until the 1990s 
before the city stopped 
treating snow covered 
streets by shoveling cin¬ 
ders out of the back of a 
pickup truck and a trac¬ 
tor. Smith said getting a 
dump truck with a plow 
and a salt spreader made 
the winter work better. 

Though he’s been 
anticipating retirement 
for a while, Smith want¬ 
ed to stick around until 
the city completed some 
major projects. The just 
finished wastewater treat¬ 
ment plant upgrade will 
help Eminence handle 
more sewage and prepare 


it for growth. 

Upgrading the city 
water tower also became 
a necessity, Smith said. 
The project to clean, 
paint the 300,000-gallon 
water tower inside and 
out and add a mixing 
system inside will proba¬ 
bly take around a month 
and a half to finish, so 
it won’t get done until 
after Smith’s last day. 

Smith also began the 
updating of the city’s 
water meters to autoread, 
so it will take employees 
less time to collect that 
data. 

It also proved chal¬ 
lenging to find some¬ 
body to take Smith’s 
place once he decided to 
leave. 

“Another reason I’m 
still around, we tried for 
years to hire someone 
who was trainable to take 
over the administrative 
part of it and be certified 
in water and wastewater 
and all the stuff they 
needed,” Smith said. 
“We’d get a lot of appli¬ 
cations but nobody could 
fill the bill. Like me, we 
found a local gentle¬ 
man who seemed like he 
would stay around and 
be fit for the job.” 

Matt McAllister, the 
current wastewater sys¬ 
tem operator, who used 
to hang around with 
Smith’s son and played 


on a baseball team that 
Smith assistant coached, 
will take over the public 
works director position. 

“He’s got a good, level 
head on his shoulders,” 
Smith said. “I have a 
good bunch of guys. 

1 feel like I have them 
trained well enough to 
see it through and pick 
up where I left off.” 

Smith doesn’t mind 
leaving the unpredictable 
job behind. 

“This job you never 
know one day to the next 
what you’re going to be 
doing — you know what 
you’ve got to do but you 
never know what’s going 
to turn out,” he said. 

“I don’t really have any 
regrets about leaving. 

I’m not going to miss 
the job I tell you that 
right now. I’m just going 
to miss the people.” 

The concrete plans 
Smith has for his retire¬ 
ment involve spending 
more time with wife 
Kelley, children Kim, 
Cheryl and Aaron, and 
their seven grandchil¬ 
dren. Regular rounds of 
golf are a real possibility. 

“I’m going to miss 
the day-to-day activities 
as far as being involved 
— that’s the biggest part 
I’m going to struggle 
with,” he said. “But 
when my phone rings at 

2 o’clock in the morning, 


I’m not going to miss 
that at all.” 

Mayor Drane 
Stephens, the seventh 
Smith has served, had 
nothing but praise for 
Smith’s tenure with the 
city. 

“I have never met 
anyone in any job I have 
ever had with a greater 
knowledge of their job 
than William,” Stephens 
said in an e-mail. “His 
knowledge of the infra¬ 
structure of the city is 
a luxury that can never 
be replaced. He literally 
knows where every single 
water line and sewer line 
is in the entire city. He 
can walk into anyone’s 
backyard and within a 
few inches point to the 
spot that every line is and 
knows exactly how deep 
the line is too. His expe¬ 
rience and wisdom will 
be greatly missed. He 
has been an exemplary 
employee through many 
different administrations 
over his 40 years. He is 
loyal and dependable and 
has a work ethic second 
to none. His service 
to the residents will be 
greatly missed.” 

City officials will rec¬ 
ognize Smith with a send 
off at City Hall on his 
last day, July 31. The 
public is welcome to the 
gathering from 2:30 to

Wet fields have negative effects on farms in the region

As the summer slips by 
with less sun and more 
rain, farmers are finding 
it harder to keep their 
heads - and their crops - 
above water. 

“At this point, it needs 
to dry up a little bit - 
we’ve had enough,” said 
Corinne Belton with a 
rueful chuckle. 

Belton, the agricul¬ 
ture extension agent 
for Shelby County, said 
many crops are begin¬ 
ning to suffer from too 
much rain. 

“Particularly hay is 
a problem,” she said. 
“There haven’t been 
enough dry days in a 
row to cure any hay. It’s 
growing, so it needs to 
be cut before it gets too 
mature, but you can’t 
cut it and not be able to 
bale it.” 

And hay isn’t the only 
problem area, she said. 

“There’s a lot of 
tobacco that’s standing 
in water and starting to 
see some effects from 
being too wet,” she said. 
“We could stand some 
dry days. The weather 
is definitely hindering 
things like baling hay 
and tillage.” 

Paul Hornback, chair 
of the state agriculture 
committee, who is also 
a Shelby County farmer, 
echoes those observa¬ 
tions. 

“We were thankful 


for the rain to come, 
because we had gotten 
awfully dry,” he said. 

“We just always seem to 
go from one extreme to 
the other. Now we’re 
having too much rain, 
and it is damaging crops. 
Crops need consistent 
rain throughout the year, 
not heavy rain. No crops 
like wet feet.” 

Shelby County farmer 
Jim Ellis, president of 
Maintain Our Rural 
Environment (MORE), 
said that farmers have 
ceased to be grateful for 
rain. 

“It finally broke the 
drought that we had 
going on, but it made 
it hard for some of the 
farmers who’ve got 
wheat and double crop 
beans to get that done,” 
he said. “Also, the hay¬ 
making has pretty much 
stopped for a month or 
so, we haven’t had any 
cutting or baling weather 
and then we’re seeing 
some yellowing of soy¬ 
beans.” 

Waterlogged 

Hornback said the 
rain is actually drowning 
crops in much the way 
that drowning affects 
people. 

“What happens is 
when the ground gets 
saturated with water; it 
takes the oxygen out of 
the soil and the crop suf¬ 
focates,” he said. “That’s 
a problem with any crop, 


especially tobacco and 
soybeans.” 

“It’s hurting the 
tobacco and beginning 
to hurt some of the 
soybeans,” said farmer 
Doug Langley. “I don’t 
think it’s hurting the 
corn real bad right now. 
But the tobacco is begin¬ 
ning to drown out. I’ve 
lost small spots in my 
field. But you can look 
at just about any tobacco 
patch, and it’s got some 
drowned out in it, some¬ 
where.” 

Tobacco that has got¬ 
ten to that point won’t 
recover, said Langley. 

“It means that you 
won’t harvest what 
drowns out this time of 
year - you just lose it,” 
he said. 

Ellis said the only 
benefit that all the rain 
has brought has been to 
corn. 

“Before it started rain¬ 
ing, the corn had started 
to shrivel up and the 
leaves were curling, and 
it was showing drought 
stress, so it definitely 
solved that problem,” he 
said. 

But on the flip side, 
the rain has been great 
for the weeds, which 
are growing like, well, 
weeds. And you have 
to have dry weather to 
eradicate them, he said. 

“The other problem 
we have right now is try¬ 
ing to spray for weeds, 
and we only have a one- 
day window sometimes 


during the week to get 
the crops sprayed,” he 
said. 

There’s not much you 
can do after the fact, but 
you have to be proactive, 
said Langley. 

“Farmers have to plant 
their most level, best 
land in tobacco,” he 
said, adding that will at 
least help to keep water 
from pooling around the 
plants. 

There’s no way to be 
proactive about some 
other weather woes, such 
as hail, said Amanda 
Gajdzik, co-owner of 
Mulberry Orchard. 

“I was at the 
Courtney’s this morning 
and they had some hail 
damage on quite a few 
of their zucchinis, some¬ 
time during the end of 
the week,” she said. 

Another thing is, if 
you’ve got rain, then you 
can’t have sun, she said. 

“Our peaches and our 
tomatoes both really like 
sunshine, so the over¬ 
whelming amount of 
rain hasn’t affected them 
quite as much as the lack 
of sunshine,” she said. 
“Vegetable production 
has also been affected 
because it’s been so 
muddy trying to get in 
the fields.” 

While acknowledging 
that crops must have rain 
to survive, too much of a 
good thing is also detri¬ 
mental, she said. 

“Crops like rain. I 
mean, the corn and soy¬ 


beans, they like the rain 
in spots where it sits up 
higher and they’re not 
drowning,” she said. 
“But most all plants 
need a sunshine balance 
with the rain.” 

Other consequences 

Water not only 
drowns crops, but it also 
spawns plant diseases, 
said Shelby County 
Cooperative Extension 
Horticulture Technician 
Walt Reichert. 

“Everybody was glad 
to see the rain because 
it looked like we were 
out for a hot, dry sum¬ 
mer, then all of a sudden 
we’re very wet,” he said. 
“The biggest issue with 
all this rain is the poten¬ 
tial for disease is really 
high, because plant dis¬ 
eases typically need wet 
conditions to spread.” 

One such disease is 
blue mold, which attacks 
tobacco. 

The good news is that 
it has not yet made an 
appearance in Shelby 
County, farmers say. 

“We haven’t had any 
confirmed blue mold in 
Shelby County that I’m 
aware of,” said Langley. 
“It’s caused by moisture. 
It can spread through 
the entire crop.” 

Reichert said there’s 
not much that can be 
done after the onset of 
disease, but people can 
try. 

“Home garden¬ 


ers have to be on the 
lookout for diseases, 
especially with toma¬ 
toes, squash, cucumbers 
- all of those are very 
susceptible to disease, 
especially if it stays wet 
like it has been,” he 
said. “Sometimes once 
you see the disease, it’s 
a little bit late, but you 
can spray fungicides. 

The safest one to use in 
the vegetable garden is 
liquid copper, it is a pre¬ 
ventative, like a vaccina¬ 
tion in people. As far as 
fruit trees, they have the 
same issues, you have to 
spray more often because 
the rain just washes the 
chemical protection 
away.” 

Washing away ben¬ 
eficial chemicals was 
on Ellis’ mind Monday 
as he surveyed his soy¬ 
bean field out on Clore 
Jackson Road. 

“We’re going to try 
to spray some soybeans 
right now; we just have 
to wait and see what the 
weather is going to do,” 
he said. “You just have 
to do it when you can.”

PROJECT DETAILS 

The City’s wastewater treatment plant con¬ 
sists of three treatment lagoons. The influent 
lagoon is proposed to be cleaned of accumulated 
solids to allow for more effective treatment. The 
Proposer shall provide the necessary equipment 
and manpower to remove solids from the lagoon 
and dewater them. The resulting dewatered sol¬ 
ids shall be immediately loaded onto trucks and 
transported to an approved landfill for disposal.

SPECIAL CONDITIONS 

The following special conditions will apply to 
the project as previously described: 

1. Dewatering equipment utilized for the proj¬ 
ect shall be capable of processing incoming solids 
at a rate not less than 125 gallons per minute. 
This condition is required in an effort to expedi¬ 
tiously complete the tasks as outlined. 

2. Dewatering rates shall not exceed a volume 
that would produce greater than 250 gallons per 
minute of filtrate or what can be hydraulically 
accepted by wastewater system while maintaining 
discharge compliance. 

3. Contractor shall complete the project in 
period not to exceed 20 days. 

4. Dewatered material must be directly loaded 
on trucks from a conveyor. It will not be accept¬ 
able to discharge material onto the ground for 
reloading.

6. The dewatering method preferred by the 
City is a belt press. Any other method proposed 
must dewater the material to a minimum of 15% 
total solids. No addition of bulking/drying agents 
such as sawdust will be allowed.

Storm fall to Bucks, 14-6 


Busch wins at Sparta

In the weeks leading 
up to NAS CAR’s triple- 
header race weekend 
at Kentucky Speedway, 
all the talk was about 
the new package deal 
that would increase 
the competitiveness for 
position that has been 
lacking at the one-and- 
a-half mile oval. 

NASCAR got its 
wish with that change, 
but there’s no change 
in who dominates the 
track. 

Kyle Busch led a 
race-high 163 laps and 
took the lead from Joey 
Logano for good with 
18 laps to go to win 
the Quaker State 400 
Saturday night. 

Busch drove the No. 
18 Toyota to his second 
Sprint Cup series vic¬ 
tory at Kentucky after 
winning the track’s 
inaugural Cup race 
in 2011. Since miss¬ 
ing the first 11 races 
of the season from a 
leg injury sustained at 
Daytona in February, 
Busch is taking care of 
business quickly with 
nine races remaining 
before the Chase for 
the Sprint Cup begins 


in September. He won 
at Sonoma two weeks 
ago and the win at 
Kentucky moved him 
to 35th in the points 
standings, five places 
below the spot needed 
to contend for the 
10-race playoff. 

“This week was a 
good week,” Busch 
said. “If we do every¬ 
thing right and do it 
how we know we can, 
there’s no reason we 
shouldn’t be able to 
average a 14th place 
finish. Now that we’ve 
gotten two wins, I 
never would have imag¬ 
ined we would have 
gotten two wins this 
fast. I’ve got a great 
team and they’ve done 
a really good job.” 

Along with Busch, 
the four-car team of Joe 
Gibbs Racing domi¬ 
nated the top five with 
Denny Hamlin placing 
third, Carl Edwards 
fourth and Matt 
Kenseth fifth. 

Busch battled Logano 
for several laps follow¬ 
ing the track’s record 
11th caution flag on 
the restart on lap 245. 
He pulled away out of 
turn 2 on lap 249 and 
won by a 1.594 second 
margin. 


Busch also led the 
most laps during Friday 
night’s Xfinity Series 
race with 88 before 
finishing third to win¬ 
ner Brad Keselowski. 
Driving the No. 2 Ford 
Saturday, Keselowski 
believed he had the 
best car on the track 
and asserted his domi¬ 
nance early. He led 62 
laps before pit road 
struggles late in the 
race resulted in a sixth 
place finish. 

Though it was pri¬ 
marily Keselowski and 
Busch who continued 
their dominance at 
Kentucky, the new rules 
package presented the 
change and excitement 
NASCAR had hoped 
to gain. Thirteen lead 
changes between eight 
drivers made for better 
racing in front of what 
was arguably the race’s 
largest crowd since 
2011. 

The package that 
reduced downforce by 
shortening the rear 
spoiler from 6 to 3.5 
inches and a decreased 
splitter extension from 
38 to 25 inches didn’t 
come without its issues 
and complications for 
some drivers, resulting

The Kentucky Storm 
took to their new home 
field at Bicknell Park in 
New Albany Saturday 
in a game with impor¬ 
tant implications for the 
postseason. The Storm, 
3-2, took on the Indiana 
Bucks, 3-2, for a chance 
to grab third place in 
the Kentucky Football 
League. 

The Storm dominated 
offensively and defen¬ 
sively, according to coach 
Richard Smith, but two 
big plays by the Bucks 
and red zone futility for 
the Storm saw the Bucks 
pull out a 14-6 win. 

“We had the ball in the 
red zone seven times and 
only scored once,” Smith 
said. “We were inside the 
10-yard line five time but 
the name of the game is 
getting into the end zone 
and we just didn’t get it 
done.” 

The Bucks scored first 
in the first quarter on 
a 60-yard touchdown 
pass and kicked the extra 
point to make it 7-0. The 
Storm came back later 
in the opening period 
to score on an 8 5-yard 
touchdown pass from 
Vernon Armstrong to 
Tyrone Cooper to make 
it 7-6. 


“Coop ran a post 
and caught the ball 20 
yards down field and ran 
it another 60 yards to 
score,” Smith said. 

The Bucks, who strug¬ 
gled to move the ball all 
day, scored on another 
long play in the third 
period. 

“We had a breakdown 
and they hit for a 4 5-yard 
touchdown pass,” Smith 
said. “Those two long 
pass plays and a couple 
of screen passes were the 
only positive yards they 
had all day. They didn’t 
reach the red zone on 
any other possession. 

The Storm got a huge 
break late in the game 
and looked like they 
might be able to pull out 
a tie and send the game 
into overtime, but an 
officiating mistake cost 
them the chance. 

With about 40 seconds 
remaining the Bucks were 
taking a knee to run out 
the clock but the snap 
was bobbled and Jason 
Breckenridge swiped the 
ball away form the quar¬ 
terback and ran it into 
the end zone. An inad¬ 
vertent whistle called the 
play back and the Bucks 
ran out the clock. 

“The official apolo¬ 
gized to me but it was 
ultimately our inability 
to score in the red zone 


that cost us the game,” 
Smith said. “Even if the 
play stood, we would 
have needed to get the 
two-point conversion to 
tie the game.” 

Smith said that 
Timmy Gay and Jordan 
Tennyson both had big 
days on defense. 

“Gay had another 
three sacks and Tennyson 
had 18 tackles,” Smith 
said. “Gay leads the 
league with 17 sacks on 
the season.” 

Offensively, Michael 
Carr had a good day 
with five catches for 135 
yards. 

Smith also said the spe¬ 
cial teams play was excel¬ 
lent for the Storm with 
several long returns to set 
up the offense with good 
field position. 

Smith was disappointed 
that his team fell short 
but still believes they 
have the right stuff to get 
into the playoffs and go a 
long way. 

“It was a huge game,” 
Smith said. “It will be 
tough for us to host a 
playoff game now. We 
are good enough to win 
the league. We just need 
to get everybody on the 
same page. We are so 
close.” 

The Storm’s next game 
is this Saturday against 
the Kentucky Patriots.
